Wednesday. 


Senator Joe Kimzcy of Magnet, au- 


thor of the measure, immediately 
started parliamentary procedure nec- 
essary for an attempt to override the 
veto. Senator Kimzcy declined to say 
whcUicr he would ask the senate to 
override the governor's action, but 
said he had opened the way for such 
action. 


The bill was-passed ;by the. senate, 


30-0, and Uic house,,,81-p. To override 
the governor's veto,,[i;bHl must obtain 
51 voles in Ihe House and 18 voles in 
the senate on reconsideration. 


Governor Bailey sent the senate a 


lengthy message in explanation of his 
veto. He prefaced it with the declara- 
tion thai "Ihe effort to accomplish re- 
funding of the 5141,000,000 stale high- 
way indebtedness has made more sat- 
isfactory progress in the past few 
weeks than at any time since the ef- 
fort was begun in January, 1937." 


Time Inopportune 


"While I am not at liberty to make 


public the factors that make up the 
progress, I am under the duty to as- 
sert that they are such as to give the 
governor a feeling of distinct opti- 
mism," Governor Bailey said. 


"You are conscious Uiat the refund- 


ing of Ihe highway debt will result in 
making money now used for the pay- 
ment of interest available for con- 
slruclion and mainlcnancc of roads and 
for 
Uie earlier reduction 
of 
the 


amount of taxes whclh our people 
must pay under the present contract 
with our creditors. 


"Many factors enter Into the present 


more^favprabl^ tsredH nosijlot>llictfr,t.^e 
stale,"* Chief among these'hafe BoW the 
deposition of U>e Executive Depart- 
ment to insist upon a strict adherence 
to Uic terms of our contract, even 
though painful to ourselves. The en- 
actment of legislation relating to road 
revenues which is objectionable to 
our creditors definitely imperils the 
present opportunily to accomplish the 
refunding ot Uie debt." 


The governor said Arkansas bankers 


and representatives of bondholders 
had registered vigorous objections lo 
Ihc bill and Uiat attorneys of Uie 
Bondholders Prolcctivc Committee of 
St. Louis, Mo., had declared that its 
enactment would involve the stale in 
litigation with Uie stale's creditors. 


"Being men of broad experience, 
1 > you will recognize that if the stale is 


involved in liligalion with her cred- 
itors, regardless of the ullimale re-

Interested In End, Not Means 


The rest of the time ho has been a 


thoroughgoing left winger. A lawyer 
by profession, he approaches problems 
from the human side rather than 
legalistically. 


A friend remarks that his atlitude 


is much like that of Justice Black. In 
looking at a stalute, he does not ask 
whether it was passed wiUi due legal- 
istic ceremony nnd is buttressed by 
proper precedent, but whcUicr the end 
which il achieves is socially desirable. 


Senator Schwcllcnbach has criticiz- 


ed the Courl severely, in his day. He 
was strong for the famous Roosevelt 
Court reorganization plan. When the 
Court knocked out the pillars of the 
first wave of New Deal legislation and 
invalidated the first AA set-up, he re- 
marked:

venting illegal, drunken and hasty 
marriages already has been establish- 
ed and that the bill must carry this 
provision before its final passage," the 
statement said, pointing out that 23 
stales and Ihe Dislrict of Columbia 
now have "advance notice" laws. It 
continued: 


"The council realizes that in addi- 


tion to Ihe dire need for our slate to 
do something to curb the thousands 
of heartbreaks which result annually 
from hasty marriages, it also jnust 
recognize the great advantage of .uni- 
formity in marriage laws und ,do its 
part toward helping to achieve this 
goal, 
, "With .the neighboring states of Ten- 
nessee and_ Mississippi already pro- 
teclirig (heir young people with ad- 
vance notice laws, should Arkansas 
continue to invite evasion of these 
laws with a 'marriage market' just 
ap-oss the border?"

The federal check arrived in 
the name of the administrator, but 
could not be-delievered because in the 
meantime the administrator had died. 


The judge named another adminis- 


trator who in turn Was killed in an tn- 
dusetrial accident. The manager wrote 
letters to the judge informing him of 
the new situation, but received no an- 
swer. The climax was capped when 
word came that the judge had .died. 


A new official took the bench and 


the field manager acquainted him with 
the facts. A third administrator was 
appointed and the aged aunt received 
payment. 


"Clai'ms problems are seldom as com- 


plicated as this," Cooler reported. 'In 
most cases appointment of an admin- 
istrator is not necessary.
